Narcissi 

Narcissi  are  probably  the  favorite  flowers  of  the  garden  in  early  spring, 
and  by  proper  selection  of  varieties  the  blooming  season  will  reach  from 
March  until  early  May.  Of  the  easiest  culture  in  both  house  and  garden, 
the  massive  trumpets  of  the  Ajax  section  or  the  dainty  blooms  of  the  small- 
er varieties  are  alike  satisfactory.  The  varieties  named  below  are  a selec- 
tion of  the  best  to  be  had  in  all  classes.

Darwin  Tulips 

In  modern  times  no  tulips  have  aroused  the  admiration  that  has  been  ac- 
corded to  the  Darwins.  Vigorous  in  growth,  with  larger  flowers  and  longer 
stems  than  any  others,  and  at  the  same  time  exhibiting  the  most  clear,  deli- 
cate and  beautiful  colors  of  the  family.  In  the  garden  they  show  best  plant- 
ed in  groups  or  clumps  of  ten  or  more  of  one  variety  and  they  need  not  be 
disturbed  for  several  years.  They  bloom  in  May,  long  after  most 
other  Holland  bulbs  have  passed.  For  house  decoration  where  soft  col- 
ors and  long  stems  are  required,  they  are  simply  unrivaled.
